Angola and 
Cuba reject 
Pretoria 
proposal 


GENEVA (Reuter) - Angola and 
Cuba rejected South African peace 

yesterday, causing a seri- 
ous setback to a U.S. initiative to 
end the conflict in South-West Afri- 
ca. 

The Cuban delegation to the four- 
nation peace talks said that Pre- 
toria’s proposals for a ceasefire in 
Angola and independence for South 
Afnican-ruled Namibia were unac- 
ceptable to both Angola and Cuba. 

If it agreed to South Africa's 
terms of closing down black nation- 
alist guerrilla bases in Angola, the 
Luanda government would become 
a “henchman of the aspirations of 
apartheid”, Cuba said in a state- 
ment issued at the U.S.-mediated 
talks in Geneva. 

South Africa on Tuesday offered 
to grant independence to Namibia 
by June 1 next Year if an estimated 
50,000 Cuban troops left Angola by 
the same date. Angola and Cuba 
have previously proposed a four- 
year timetable for the withdrawal of 
the Cubans, who are supporting the 
Luanda government against South 

African-backed Unita rebels. 

Angolan Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Venancio de Moure told report- 
ers that the proposals were unac- 
ceptable and demonstrated a lack of 
seriousness on the part of South Af- 
Tica. “This attitude by Pretoria is to 
be condemned and could disturb the 
Climate of the Geneva talks,” de 
Moura said. : 

The Geneva is the fourth 
round of the talks between Angola, 
Cuba and South Africa. 

Cuba and Angola both accused 
South African Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha of breaking ἃ confidentiality 
agreement by publicly Leeman 
his offer in Pretoria.

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AUS. defence secretary on board a previous- 
ly top-secret Soviet strategic bomber: the very 
idea would have seemed unthinkable, sheer 
political science-fiction but a short while ago. 

_ But such is the pace of e in the new 

_ Soviet Union that Mikhail Gorbachev is busily 
forcing out of the morass of Brezhnevism, that 
Frank Carlucci’s visit to the Kubinka air-base 
near. Moscow on Tuesday has been greeted 
almost with a shrug. 

It is just one of many signs of these Soviet 
times, and is no more startling than the revela- 
tion made by a Soviet television film this week 
that the late Joseph Stalin had done much bet- 
ter devastating his own people than the Nazis. 

. The truth about Stalin had, of course, not 
been much of a secret outside the Soviet 
Union. But it is only now that Soviet citizens 
are being not only allowed but advised to 
learn it. ‘The truth they are expected to learn 
still tends to be rationed by the authorities. 
But the skeletons that had for decades been 
aimlessly rattling in secret cupboards are at 
last being let out. And their impact on the old 
version of post-1917 Soviet history is such that 
Soviet high-school finals in the subject had to 
be withdrawn for an overhaul this year. 

Openness, glasnost in Russian, is after all 
what Mr. Gorbachev has been holding up as 
Soviet Russia’s direst need today, and the 
essential condition for a perestroika, or re- 
structuring, of the entire outdated Soviet sys- 

- tem. The assumption underlying the doctrine 
of glasnost is that the old Soviet obsession 
with secrecy has been a major cause of Soviet 
retardation and oppression. . 

The fight for ost goes on, however, 
and Soviet Russia remains one of the most 
secretive ‘regimes in the world. Even while 
unveiling: the flying monster known in the 
West by the nickname Blackjack, Soviet offi- 
cials would not even disclose their own name 
for the bomber. Such secretiveness cannot be 
accounted for merely by the ordinary require- 
ments’ Of inilitary security. It reflects a frame 
of mind, an‘all-purpose ideology, the effect of 
whtich: is. hot confined to matters military. 

Among official reasons long cited for reject- 
ing the applications of Soviet Jews to emi- 
grate, officially to Israel, one of the favourites 
has long been the possession by an applicant 
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of access to state secrets acquired in the 
course of his or her professional work. A 
similar provision, if at all imaginable, in an 
open western-type society would have had but 
ἃ minimal effect. But in the Soviet Union a 
state secret has traditionally been any bit of 
information which the state classifies as se- 
cret, regardless of whether or not it is com- 
mon knowledge beyond the Soviet borders. 

This has provided the Soviet authorities 


with a neat excuse for rejecting the emigration 


requests of Jewish scientists and engineers, 
and even non-scientists and non-engineers, 
who quit working in a classified-information 
field as many as 20 years earlier. 

The sheer arbitrariness of this pretext for 
denying Soviet Jews their right to emigrate 
has become too apparent to deny in the era of 
giasnost. 

According to reports: coming out of the 
Kremlin during the past several months, a bill 
was being considered setting a five-year limit 
on refusals based on access to state secrets. In 
Soviet terms, this meant some progress to- 
wards a more open society in which more than 
mere li ice is paid to human rights. But 
the bill is yet to be enacted into law, and in the 
meantime the old inhuman practices appear to 
remain the nom. 

Take the case of Yuli Kosharovsky. He left 
his classified post as a radio-electronics engi- 
neer back in 1968, and three years later asked 
leave to emigrate to Israel. The secrecy at- 
taching to his job lapsed the same year, yet his 
application was rejected on grounds of secre- 
cy. Two weeks ago he was told that it had 
been rejected again, and that he could not re- 
apply until 1992. 

Mr. Kosharovsky is an aliya activist, and his 
outspokenness has lately been causing trouble 
to the authorities. Being a mere Jew rather 
than, say, a Latvian, his nationalism is consid- 
ered not merely anathema but a punishable 
offence. And his punishment, unlike that of 
the banished Paruyr Airikyan, an Armenian, 
must apparently be to stay on and on in the 
land that he does not wish to call his own. 

The most secret in and about ‘the 
Soviet Union, even today, is that the plea of 
secrecy is a flimsy excuse to deny Soviet Jews 
their just rights and aspirations.

STATE-SPONSORED terrorism is 
a form of low-intensity conflict that 
states undertake when they find it 
convenient to engage in “war” with- 
out being held accountable for their 
actions. States that adopt such ἃ 
strategy can avoid culpability by re- 
lying on small surrogate groups that 
act secretly and are Seemingly inde- 
pendent of their sponsors. Without 
public accountability, states that 
sponsor terrorism are not subject to 

“reprisals by the targets of their 
attacks. 

Communist states, especially the 
Soviet Union and its East European 
allies, have been exporting terrorists 
and terror techniques to other coun- 
tries whose governments they wish 
to undermine. These communist 

‘states indoctrinated, funded, 
trained, and armed sub-state groups 
of diverse national origins and ideo- 
logical orientation to act as their 
tools, using psychological warfare 
and propaganda to create severe

Circumstantial evidence and the 
logical framework of dectrinal cause . 
and revolutionary effect are all there 
is to go on in examining the case of 
the links between the Soviet Union 
and its surrogates to past and cur- 
rent global disorder. 
TO BE SURE, the lack of consen- 
sus as to the nature and extent of 
Communist-sponsored terrorism 
also stems from the influence of de- 
tente and the impact of the Viemam 
War more than a decade ago. Al- 
though the Soviet occupation of Af 
gbanistan and the crush of the Polish

ALTHOUGH Soviet direct and in- 
direct involvement ἴῃ τσιτόΠεπι 
from both logistical and operationa: 
standpoints from 1917 to 1985 is well 
documented, the extent to which 
Moscow has been enmeshed in these 
activities during the Gorbachev pe- 
riod is apparently more circumstan- 
tial than in the earlier period. 

Two examples will suffice. Imme- 
diately after the change of leader- 
ship in the Soviet Union in 1985, a 
wave of terrorism swept eight West 
European countires virtually siraul- 
taneously. Bombs, hand grenades, 
and mortars targeted Nato and 
American ‘facilities and personnel. 
Lists of potential victims, including 
government officials, military offi- 
cers, business leaders, and other 
public figures,. were ‘discovered in 
“safe houses” in Belgium, France, 
Italy, and West Germany. This ef- 
fort was undertaken presumably 
with some sort of indirect Soviet 
help. 

The PLO, which maintains a spe- 
cial relationship with Moscow, con- 
tinues to dispatch its members to the 
Soviet Union for specialized train- 
ing. When those selected complete 
their training, they become avail- 
able as cadremen and instructors, 
who pass on their knowledge to re- 
cmuits at various camps in the Arab 
world and beyond. For instance, an 
extensive PLO training programme 
is provided for Nicaragua. 

It also appears that Moscow con- 
trives to supply a variety of weapons 
directly to the PLO and indirectly to 
other groups through the transmis- 
sion belt of client states in East Eu- 
rope, some Arab states, and others 
(e.g., Cuba, North Korea and 
Vietnam). 

On the other hand, it would be 
wrong to conclude that many orga- 
nizations and states engaged in ter- 
rorist acts are Soviet agents. For 
instance, Gaddafi and the PLO have 
their own agendas, and would have

Farmers meeting turns into | 


barrage of angry complaints

TEL AVIV — Devising a plan of 
action for the victims of last May's 
Sharev was the official agenda-for 
yesterday's emergency meeting here 
of several-hundred farmers. 

But instead of arriving at a‘com- 
mon platform, the farmers took the 
opportunity to vent their anger on 
those who were meant to be their 
representatives -- the heads of the 
agricultural associations and mar- 
keting boards. And what had started 
out as an orderly convention of be- 
leaguered farmers eventually be- 
came more of a barroom brawl. 

“J. am truly disappointed,” was 
the reaction of one moshavnik, who 
took the-floor to address the official 
speakers. “You are all providing 
contradictory figures and its obvious 
that you haven't done your 
homework.” 

But, in fact, all the speakers had a 
similar message to convey: The 
farmers’ situation has never been 
worse, and we need a lot of money 
from the government very fast. 
Huge discrepancies, however, 
emerged in the figures they provid- 
ed on the total damages caused by 
the intense heatwave, ranging from 
NIS 100 million to NIS 400m. 

In addition, several of the speak- 
ers said the situation in agriculture 
had deteriorated so that they need- 
ed the money in the form of a grant, 
rather than a loan. “We don't have 
an agora to pay back,” said Haim 
Molcho of the Agriculture Centre? 
“If it’s not a grant, it’s not aid.” 

Meanwhile, Reuven Eiland, head 
of the Citrus Marketing Board, in- 
sisted that the farmers were not ask- 
ing for all that much, considering 
that they only wanted a government 
loan; -which would be repaid.

When they import goods public 
charitable institutions are liable to 
the VAT, nor can they set off the 
VAT despite the fact that they may 
have appropriate import documents 
in their names. 

When they import goods public 
or leases property that is not for 
residential purposes to an autho- 
rized dealer, financial institution or 
other non-profit institution, the 
transaction is-liable to VAT. Under 
the law, it constitutes a one-time, 


“business-type transaction. When the 


institution sells residential 
ments to a dealer — that is to a 
business registered as an authorized 
dealer for VAT - the’ 
transaction is liable to VAT and the 
non-profit institution is required to 
report on the transaction in the 
same way it would be for a one- 
time, business-type deal as de- 
scribed above. However, if the 
property is to be sold or rented to a 
private individual, the transaction is 
not liable to VAT. 

When a public charity purchases a 
building from a contractor and, pro- 
viding that an appropriate tax in- 
voice has been received 
that the VAT had been paid, then 
the tax may be set off on the sale of 
the same property later on. The set- 
off is, of course, in nominal value. If

LONDON (Reuter) -- Cricket lov- 
ers wanting to join the historic 
Marylebone Cricket Club (MCC) 
face a wait of nearly 70 years. 

There are now 15.452 applicants 
for about 20C places per year. the 
club, the most prestigious in the 
sport. has disclosed. 

This represents in theory a wait- 
ing time of 67 years. although in 
practice, natural wastage reduces it 
to between 30 and 40 years.
